Increase in sustainable food production 


Result Question 1.1a: How large has the increase in food production been? 

The Poverty Reduction Strategy 2011-2014 ended last year and a new Five yearplan has been presented and approved by the Government and Parliament. The 
National Agricultural Investment Plan 2014-2018 (CAADP/PNISA) refers that for increased sustainable food production, productivity should increase based on 
better access to and availability of improved seed, increased use of fertilizer and timely application, use of agricultural production and processing machinery, 
secure land rights, access to water for on-farm irrigation, rural infrastructure, particularly electricity and access to agricultural finance. Key goals of the PNISA are: 
an average growth of 7% per year over the next 10 yrs. Food crops (considered to be cereals, leguminous, vegetables and cassava) production in the country 
have registered an increase of 6,03% (697.423 MT) in the reporting period. Commercial agriculture apparently has been growing much faster than the family sector 
in the last years, but reliable (production) data is difficult to obtain. In 2014 the growth of the agro-livestock sector was 8,8%. The growth in 2014 was more 
equilibrated with less difference between the commercial sector and family sector. Productivity growth in the rice, soye and maize crops is estimated between 

5,9% and 6,3%.

Result Question 1.1 b: To what extent has your programme contributed to 
these results? Which outputs and (intermediary) outcomes were achieved? 

The Embassy program supports the Beira Agricultural Growth Corridor (BAGC) since 2011 which through a Catalytic Fund mechanism incentivates investors to 
scale up agricultural production incorporating small scale producers through outgrower schemes (contract farming, of which 30% of the farmers should be women). 
This modality aims to achieve sustainable increase in production of food crops in the provinces of Tete, Manica, Sofala, Zambezi and Nampula, supporting a 
combination of commercially driven agriculture and farmer organizations. Farmers access to improved agricultural technologies, improved inputs, access to land for 
agricultural production has been secured through a cooperation with a diversity of strategie partners such as the Community Land Fund and Technoserve. Access 
to low cost irrigation technologies has been improving through cooperation between the BAGC Secretariat and the World Bank Sustainable Irrigation program. 
Increased production through the BAGC program will contribute to the overall increase in food production at the national level.

Result Question 1.2a: Howhasthe use of land, water, energyand labour 
developed? 

The total area of arable land and pastures is estimated at 36 million ha of which 3.9 million are cultivated. There are about 3.7 million farms of which 98% are small 
(mostly livelihood farming). 24% of these farms are headed by women. Access to land (small scale farming: <10ha, and medium scale farming: <50ha) is not a 
problem. But 96% of the land occupied by these farms do not have a legal title. Production is largely rain-dependent. Only 4% of all farms have access to irrigation 
systems. 

In 2014 18,7% of the assisted smallholder producers was using at least 1 improved technology. An area of 8,727 ha irrigation was constructed and/or rehabilitated 
and 1,057,012 ha of land was delineated.

Result Question 1.2b: To what extent has your programme contributed to 
these results? Which outputs and (intermediary) outcomes were achieved? 

The Embassy supports 4 programs that contribute directly to improved developments in these areas: the BAGC (promotion of cash crops, with specific quota for 
female inclusion; Zambezi Valley Development Authority (ZVDA) which promotes inclusive agribusiness models that take in consideration environmental 
sustainability concerns through the implementation of a strategie Environmental Assessment of the multi-sector development agenda for the Zambezi Valley (Tete, 
Manica, Sofala and Zambezia provinces). Support is also given to the Community Land Fund that assists communities to secure land rights through registration 
taking in consideration gender and environmental concerns. Support to Government capacity for improved land administration and management is provided for 
more transparency and efficiënt land use. The Embassy supports women’s access to land rights promoting women economie empowerment and leadership 
through participation (quotas) in value chains and land titling paying attention to the importance of sharing responsibilities in food production under a co-titling land 
tenure system.

A quota of 30% beneficiares for female participation is Standard in most programs in Mozambique. Secure access and improved use of land is a criteria for 
assisting BAGC, Technoserve, ORAM, Community Land Fund, Gesterra, ZVDA. The programs in this pillar contribute to access for productive means and security

Result Area 2 


Better access to sufficiently nutritious food 


Result Question 2.1a: How large has the increase in availability of 
sufficiently nutritious food been? 

The National Food and Nutrition Strategy (SETSAN) has the specific objective to reduce the prevalence of undernourishment through improving diverse food and 
nutritional practices. To that purpose provincial action plans for the reduction of chronic malnutrition are being developed and approved. The action plan for the 
Manica province was approved in 2014. The chronic malnutrition action plans for the provinces of Niassa, Nampula, Cabo-Delgado, Gaza, Maputo province and 
city are under development. 

The chronic food insecurity reduced with 11%, from 35% in 2006, to 24% in 2013, but is still higher then the target of 18% planned for 2015. 

The chronic malnutrition in children <5 years reduced from 46% to 43% in the period between 2006 and 2013, remaining far from the 20% target planned for 2015.

Result Question 2.1 b: To what extent has your programme contributed to 
these results? Which outputs and (intermediary) outcomes were achieved? 

The embassy does not have a specific program to achieve better access to sufficiently nutritious food. It was decided not to enter in a delegated cooperation 
agreement with GAIN as it was considered that the cooperation between GAIN and Technoserve would not bring additional impact for Mozambique given GAINs 
centrally managed operations. 

For vulnerable households without capacity to participate in the economie activities the embassy supports the INAS Cash Transfer program which contributes 
directly to improve food consumption and - security.

The approved investment by the Center for Promotion of Investments (CPI) amounted US$ 7.1 billion in 2014 from a total number of 487 investment projects. The 
largest share of these investments are in the energy, services, transport & Communications sectors. Agriculture and agri-business received the fourth largest 
amount of investment approvals. Mozambique has improved its position on the Doing Business ranking from position # 139 to position #127.

Result Question 3.1 b: To what extent has your programme contributed to 
these results? Which outputs and (intermediary) outcomes were achieved? 

The Beira Agricultural Growth Corrridor (BAGC) partnership program invested in smallholders skills development, improving erop yields and catalyzing selling to 
markets. In 2014 the Catalytic Fund of the BAGC invested in 2 follow-on investments in agribusiness start-ups. Three new investments are under development. 

The CF portfolio consists now of 14 active investments with around 13,500 beneficiaries. Four projects are EBIDTA positive in 2014.

Result Question 3.2b: To what extent has your programme contributed to 
this results? Which outputs and (intermediary) outcomes were achieved? 

The Multi Annual Strategie Plan from the embassy in Maputo is oriented towards implementing the Aid to Trade agenda in the gas and maritime sectors and the 
spearheads water and sanitation, foodsecurity and health. Through its economie diplomacy activities the embassy is supporting the companies of the Dutch 
Roundtable Oil & Gas East Africa to position themselves for the large service gas and maritime contracts that are going to be launched. 

Through the development cooperation budget, the embassy is supporting development of new and growing agribusinesses investments in the provinces of Tete, 
Sofala, Manica and Zambezia. 

To attract and support Dutch investors, the Embassy has been organizing an incoming economie missionin February 2014 for enterprises to expose them to the 
country opportunities in the gas and maritime sectors. The mission was led by minister Ploumen. 

In 2014 a Dutch Business Club Mozambique was set up by the embassy in cooperation with representatives of Dutch companies inMozambique and Dutch 
citiizens working in the private sector of Mozambique.
